TOWER V. DELZEL’. : 
Mr Gawaow'ftated; “that this action was brought to 
recover the fam of gg8l,. After he had {ub{tantiated 


Mr Avam, leadiifip Counfel for the defendant, ob- 
ferved, that chis debt'was contracted in Acfrica 7 that fo 
lofigago as Augult 1795; this money was paid-into the 
hands of the defendant, as treafurer of “the company. 
I: was paid into his hands exactly as a man paid money 
into the hands of his bankers. On the African coal, 
thofe who had gone from this country kept thet ac- 

ts in pounds, thillings, and pence, though the cir- 

ing médium of the country was gold duit, calculated 
at a fair average of 41. an ounce. And, therefore, he 
contended, that, in reference to that calculation, a fum 
ought'to be dedugted from the 9981. ‘There was alfo 
a charge for commiflion, &c. ‘The defendant had paid 
into Court the fum of 75ol. and the queltion was, 
Whether that was not enough to cover this demand ? 
The account here was to be fettled precifely in the fame 
way, and on the fame terms, as if the parties had been 
on the coaft of Africa, where the debt origirated. 

Lord Kenyon thought it was impoflible for the Jury 
and him ‘to afcertain the amount of this demand by the 
calculation of gold duft at fo much -per ounce on the 
coalt-of Aftica; and that theanly fafe ground they 
could adopt was, to confider the demand: as 998. 
Sterling. 

Mr Apa faid, there was.a.queftion ftill behind, 
and that was the queftion of inrereft. ‘This was a cafe 
of confiderable importance to African merchants. By 
the cultom on the coat, no intereft was ever paid for 
money till it either actually reached this country, or 
might have reached it by the firft conveyance. The 
thip which brought it, the Sheernefs, only arrived in 
this. country in January: lait, and therefore intere(t ought 
only tu be paid from that period. 

Lord Kenyon.” I think -it would be difficult for 
you to thew that fince Auguft 1795, the fhip that arri- 
ved: here in January laft was the firft thip by which this 
money could be fent.

On the parc of the plaintiff it was prov- 
ed that the Valentine experienced ‘a confiderable deal of 
tempeltuous weathér.on.her voyage to Hamburgh ; the 
fea ran entirely over her, and fhe-was obliged to put in- 
to Stromnefs, in the Orkneys, to,be repaired; this was 
previous to the month of December ;. fhe afterwards 
proceeded on ‘her voyage, and was frozefi in in the Elbe 
for fuch a length of time, that it was March.before her 
cargo was delivered. The fugars were faid to have been 
damaged ;. and .on the part of the plaintiffs the depofi- 
tions of the Hamburgh merchants were produced, by 
which, according to ‘their {tatement, it appeared, that 
the fugars, but for the damiage they had received from 
the fea water, would have fold for 27 per cent. more f 
than they did. 
Mr Law faid that the defendant, in refifting this claim, 
had merely dong it in order to expofe the conduct of 
Fthe Hamburgh mérchants in eftimating averages. The | 
idea of an Hamburgh average was fynonomous with 
what the people of this country called a Yorkhire bite. 
He would prove that-the fugar had only loft zoolb. 
weight out of the 100 hogfheads, and that the fale wa- 
ter was no detriment whatever, or at leaft in a very tri- 
fling degree, .to the remainder, 

Having eftablifhed in proof that the fugar had only 
wafted 200lb. weight, he called a Mr Coles, and feve- 
ral other fugar-bakers, who diftinétly proved that a de- 
ficiency of zoolb. weight in 100 hhds. was no more than 
there would have been by that common Jeakage of the 
molafles they were liable to, had'they remained all the 
time in the warchoufe ; they alfo proved that if fea-wa- 
ter had got to the fugars, it was impoflible but they 
mutt have loft in bulk more than 205 weight, and that 
a deficiency of 200 weight in fuch a quantity was 
hardly a damage worth {peaking of; at the moft 
it could not amount to more than one and a half per 
cent. be 

It therefore clearly appeared the merchants of Ham- 
burgh had acted in a fradulent manner ; ‘confequently 
the Jury felt themfelves bound to give a verdict for the 
defendant. 





COURT OF COMMON PLEAS, Dec. 18. 
MISS WILSON ¥ POWDITCH. 
BREACH OF PROMISE OF MARRIAGE. 

This was an aétion brought by Mifs Wilfon, of New- 
caftle, a beautifaf and amiable young lady, endowed 
with every accomplifhment a polifhed eduzation could 
beltow, to recover a compenfation in damages for the 
injury fhe had fuftained for the defendant’s breaking 
his promife of marriage to her. The defendant was a 
captain of a fhip trading to the Baltic; and, during 
feven years, had afliduoufly paid his court to the plain- 
tiff, and conftantly exprefied the moft ardeit attachment 
for her. Eis attentions produced a reciprocal paflion on; 
the part of the lady 5 bur at this time her parents ob 
jected to the match, as neither fuitable for her, nor an 
{fwerable to her expectations. In confequence of this 
the match was broken off in the year 1797. 

Letters which paffed between the defendant -and the 
j plaintiff from the year 1792 to 1797 were produced 
and read ; they breathed nothing but love and affection, 
and anticipated the mutual happinefs they expected 
when they fhould be united by marriage. In the lame 
year the cowtthip was renewed with more ardour on 
she part of the defendant than ever; and he never 
ceafed his folicitatious to her parents till he obtained 
their con’ At this time he «as compelled to a 
temporary abfence by the duties of his profeflion; he

Onthe part of the defendant, it was urged, that his 
pride had beea woundedsby the young lady’s family 
having formerly rejected him, and it was for that reafon 
he had declined the alliance. It was ftated in extenu- 
ation of damages, that he had failed io trade, prior to 
the renewal of his courthhip in 1797, and that at the 
time when he did renew-it, he was-not worth more than 
6ool. He alfo inferred, that the cenfent of the parents 


as becaufe they found the paflion of their daughter in his 
favour was fu violent, that the moft ferious effects were 
likely:to attend its difappointment.. It was allo urged, 
that the parents, as they had rejected his offers before 
his faitore, had ated improperly in fanctioning them 
afterwards. 

Lord Exton addreffed the jury. He had no doubt 
but they would exercife their judgment with that tem- 
perance and moderation which fuch a cafe required, 
and not be moved “by their feelings to give vind <tive 
damages. His Lordfhip was doubtful how far actions 
of this nature were in general wife ; but if ever there 
was acafe in which fuch an aétion' was advifable, this 
was'the cafe. The defendant had paid his addreffes to 
the plaintiff for feven years, for atime without, and 
afterwards with the confent of her family, and till with- 
in two days of his marriage. It did appear that his pro- 
perty was only 6ool. which undoubtedly the jury would 
take into confideration. As tothe lady, no damages 
that could be given would be a compenfation for her 
fuffering ; but it was a maxim of the law, that no man 
to be punifhed in his purfe was to be fo punifhed as to 
occafion his ruin. ~ 

The jury confulted together for a very fliort time, 
and returned a verdidt for the plaintiff—damages Five 
Hundred: Pouuds..» 

The verdict feemed-to give univerfal fatisfaation. 





SUBMARINE GROTTO. 

A fubmarine grotto has lately been difcovered on the 
Malabar coa{t, by Captain Nixon, of the Apollo, who 
gives the following defcription of it + 

At one part of the reef, to the weltward of the 
flag ftatt, I difcovered a large bed of coral; almolt e- 
ven with.the furface of the wavet, which afforded, per- 
haps, one of the moft enchanting prolpects that nature 
has any where produced, .

TIPPOO SULTAUN’S ZENANA. 

The whole of the Zenana confifts of about cighteen 
{quare courts, communicating with each other by narrow 
paflages, which afford a free accefs from,one part of it 
to another, and of which-all the women are allowed to 
avail themfelves.’ ‘The feveral apartments which are on 
the grouud: floor, are {quare, very lofty, and four of 
them include a fpacious {guare court, into” which they 
open by means~of large cedar folding-doors. Inthe 
center of each court which is floored with white tiling, 
there is a fountain, {applied by pipes from an extenfiye 
refervoir on the outer fide of the palace. 

All the apartments are ornamented externally with 
beautifully carved work, celebrated for the difficulty of 
the workmanfhip, as well as for the tafte with which it 
is finifhed. In the infide, the moft of the rooms are 
hung with rich filks, of various colours ; the floors are 
covered with beautiful carpets, and there are fofas dif- 
pofed at different diftances, for the purpofe of fitting 
and fleeping. ‘ 

The cellings of all the apartments are beautifully paint- 
ed, and the other principal decorations confilt of fo- 
lid: gold and filver mouldings .all round the rooms, and 
very large and valuable looking-glaffes hung on different 
parts of the walls, with clocks of exquifite make. 

The drefs of the ladies confifts of a fhirt, with re- 
markably full and loofe fleeves, hanging almoft to the 
ground, the neck and breaft of which are left open, and 
their edges: are neatly embroidered with geld.. They 
wear fine muflin drawers, and over the fhirt a caftan, 
which isa drefs fomething fimilar in form to a loofe 
great-coat without fleeves, hanging nearly to the feet, 
and is made of filk or mvflin, or of gold tiffue. A fath 
of fine linen or cotton, folded, is tied gracefully round 
the wailt, and its extremities fall below the knees. To 
this fafh two broad {traps are annexed, and paffing un- 
der each arm over the fhoulders, form a crofs on the 
breaft ; and to that part of it which paffes between the 
breaft and thoulder of each arm is fixed a gold tortoife, 
carelefsly fufpending in front a gold chain. Over the 
whole drefs is extended a broad filk. band, which. fur- 
rounds the waift, and completes the drefs. 

The hair is plaited from the front of the head back. 
wards, in different folds, which hang loofe behind, and 
at the bottom are all fixed together with twifted filk. 
Over their heads they wear along piece of filk, about 
half a yard wide, which they tie clofe to the head, and 
fuffer the long ends, which are edged with twilted filk 
to hang behind in an eafy manner nearly to the ground. 
At the upper part of each ear hangs a {mall gold ring 
fet with brilliants, half open, which has at one end i 
clufter of precious {tones, futlicient nearly to fill up the 
vacancy occafioned by the opening of the rine. At 
the tip, or lower part of the ear, is likewife fufpended a 
broad and folid gold ring, which is fo large that it reaches 
as low as the neck, and which, as well as the other, has 
a clufter of precidus ftones, in proportion to the fize of 
the ring. '
